From one end of the long Russian front to 
the other the “Germans are getting the first 
tastes of winter, No one quite knows what the 
bearing of winter weather will bo on a modern

weather will have on the Nazi offensives shoul 
be borne in mind. ‘In the conditions which may 
be expected to prevail on .the eastern front 
during the next three or four months, however 
there will be certain advantages for the Rus- 
slans. ‘That ls indisputable. Not “only have 
they had experience of maintaining mechanized

Benito on the Spot 


Reports of seething discontent in Italy have 
spread like wildfire since the Royal Air Foree 
Started its heaviest attacks on vital Italian 
cities and towns. ‘That discontent, reports of 
which have been confirmed by neutrals resently 
living in Italy, was probably the reason why 
‘Mussolini (strangely silent these days) chose 
to stress Italy's determination to’ fight “until 
final victory" to a group of farmers at the 
model farming town of Vottaria. on Sunday, It 
is doubtful, however, whether Mussolini's words 
will have ‘any effect on the sagging moral of 
the Italian nation, now in the position of a 
subservient people to the German “master race, 
One glance at Italy's war record since Junc 
1940 is enough to appreciate why there iy dis~ 
content in that country today and why Italy. 
has become nothing more nor less than ohe of 
the hated Germans’ occupied zones. In 1940, 
‘Mussolini, his eyes shining with pictures of the 
‘spoils he’ should have quickly reaped, pushed 
his country ‘nto, the war on ifiller’s side and, 
by his stab in the back, sent tottering France 
‘on the road to ruin and'misery. Unfortunatel 
for Mussolini that stab in the back recoiled, 
His vast armies in Africa started to run in,the 
face of determined attacks by numericalls 
inferior British forces and did not stop until 
the Italian Empire was a thing of the. past. In 
Libya his well-equipped legions also ran and 
then followed German divisions, sent there, by 
Hitler’ to stop the rot, back Into. recapture: 
Italian territory, Little Greece, with a small 
‘and iMl-equipped army, again showed the true 
worth of Italian fighting power when what 
should have been a triumphant entry, into 
‘Athens inside three weeks, turned out. to be 
another flasco for Mussolini, who had to watch 
helpless in Rome, as his nendes were rolled 
back into the wilds of Albania by the triumph- 
ant Greeks. Once again Hitler had. to come 
to the rescue of his hopeless partner in, erime 
and finish a Job that should have been finished 
‘with ease in short time by the well-equipped 
Htalion army, navy and alr force.

89 many Frenchmen as possible on the other. 
‘The idea appears to be that the fewer poten= 
fiat enemies are left the more secure will be 
‘the future of Germany. 

‘The retention of hundreds of thousands of 
young ‘men as prisoners of war is coldly 
faleulated to have a very serious effect upon 
the French birthrate, ‘That must ‘be the Te- 
sult of the continuance in captivity "ot 
France's potential fathers. ‘The same process 
te boing followed in tho carrying if of mil- 
lions of Polish men to forced labour away 
from ‘their families.

SLOWING DOWN? 





Oct, 24 
When it became apparent that the 
German drive Moscow was not 
proceeding with the rapidity with which 


it. commenced, the German high “com- 
mand, instead of issuing flambuoyant com- 
‘muniques, restricted thelr announcements to 
the statement that operations on the middle 
Of the eastern front were proceeding accord- 
ing to’ plan, Yesterday they failed. oven to. 
make that announcement, but confined thel 
allegations to the supposed “mopping up’ 
operations south of Bryansk, and the occupa 

ion of the island of Dagoe. From that fact: 
observers deduce that the massive German 
offensive, launched more than three weeks 
ago, Is how definitely being slowed down, 
and, as the lives of former offensives have 
varied fvom three to five weeks, It 1s possible 
that this latest push may already be running 
out. If that is so, and the Germans fail to 
reach Moscow before the already bad winter 
conditions have become worse, they will have 
encountered not a defeat but one of the most 
Imposing of their failures, 

‘The mention of the Urals as an objective 
by the Germans reveals a change of mind 
on thelr part which is highly interesting. 
‘The occupation of western Russia was 
originally the main objective of the German 
invasion, When that did not proceed accord 
ing to pian, the tale was told ‘that it was not 
territorial jain of which the German. com- 
mand was in search, but the destruction of 
the Red Armies. ‘That story has now been 
changed so that the Urals are now the objec- 
live. ‘The reason is clear, As it has already 
been pointed out in these columns, the 
‘occupation of the industrial areas in western 
Russia did not mean the total elimination 
of Russia's war potential. In the heart of 
‘the industrial area east’ of the mountain 
vange dividing European Russia from Siberia 
approximately forty per cent, of Russia's 
war material producing plant is situated. 
‘Travellers who have visited the place speak 
of the rapid developments which are there 
taking place, and the possibilities of expan- 
sion are such as to discount the Gorman con- 
tention that it could never be quickly deve- 
Joped enough to be of real assistance to the 
Russians next spring, 

Tt may be that it would be impossible to 
construct factories, ete., to secure the output 
necessary for Russia "to embark upon an 
offensive enrly next year, but it is clear that, 
with the assistance which is going forward 
from Great Britain and the United States, 
it will be possible to equip the Russians fo 
maintaining the defensive. That. the Ger- 
mans appear to realize, ‘They understand 
that, no matter what they may succeed in 
doing in western Russia, they are facing a 
Jong war, and the longer the Russians fight 
the more probable will be their ability so.

‘The fact is that nothing of the sort has| 
occurred, and though the Soviet fighting 
machine’ may have been badly mauled it is 
still very much in existence, and able to 
‘exact a heavy toll on the Germans for what- 
ever territorial gains they have made. ‘That. 
again is another failure of the Germans. 
‘They have won positions, and gained huge 
tracts of territory, but they have not yet 
beaten their enemy and are weakening them~ 
selves against the time when retribution will 
befall them, 








. ‘THE HARD ROAD

There is probably not a living Briton who 
does not regret that at the present time it 
is impossible to send a sufficiently big ex- 
peditionary force to the Continent to divert 
some of the German armies from the Russian 
front to the west. But it is clear that to 
transport a sufficiently large army, several 

ies larger than the British force which 
was sent to France at the beginning of the 
war, would require an amount of shipping, 
not ‘only to get the troops and their quip- 
ment overseas, but also to maintain them, 
which Great Britain cannot at the moment 
spare. ‘The sea “is protecting Hitler's rear 
just as certainly as it protected Britain from 
{2 possible invasion in the summer of 1940. 
Hitler clearly understands the difficulties that 





Britain would have in secking to attack him |" 


at the present time, for otherwise he would 
not have depleted’ his forces in: occupied 
France and the Low Countries in the way 
he has to reinforee his sorely tried armies 
in western Russia. 


‘That is a point which the politicians, letter 
writers, and commentators in Britain, urging 
that the Government should send such an 
expedition to Europe, fail:to realize. There 
eannot he the slightest doubt that, if there 
‘were any hope at the moment of taking such 
‘an setion with some prospects of success, a 
man of the aggressive type of Mr. Churchill 
Wwould be at all bchind-hand in daing so. That 
must be the answer to those’ who, without.a 
Proper appreciation of the position, would 
Seek (0 persuade the Government to a course 
which would be desperate in the extreme; 
‘and. which, in present elreumstances, could 
not possibly te Justified, » What must come as 
considerable shock 1o most Britons is the 
‘statement, which Mr. Eden made during the 
debate on the suggested expedition, to the 
effect that in the summer of 1040 there was 
hot even one ‘fully trained and equipped 
division in Britain; that one thousand guns 
were lost in. France, leaving ess. than a 
thousand on the other side of the Channel; 
that Britain's defences were virtually non= 
existent, and that the ‘Middle East forces 
Jacked practically all modern equipment. 

Surely such a revelation should bring home 
to all Britons’ the catastrophe from: which 
they so narrowly escaped. ‘Thanks to. the 
splendid work of the Navy and the Royal 
Air Force 1 great change has been brought 
‘about and the past fifteen months have seen 
the preparation and equipment of millions 
of men in all the various theatres of war. 
Tt has resulted from a gigantic endeavour 
fon the part of Great Britain, together with 
the rapidly increasing assistance of the United 
States. “Yet itis clear that the combined 
effort of the two countries has net produced 
Fesults up to the present which would ensure 
that a British expeditionary force sent 10 the 
Continent would be.atle to meet what Ger= 
‘man armies would be sent against them on 
ft Teast equal terms. Until that time comes 
itis the better policy {0 give Russia all the 
aid she wants—that has Been definitely pro- 
mised to her,—and make redoubled efforts 
{o prepare against that day: when it will be 
Possible to meet. the desires of ‘those who 
Wwish {0 see the British and German forces 
fight it out on land. 

Tt may as well be said now as at any other 
time, that this war will not have been fought 
to'a victorious conclusion wntil Great Britain 
‘and her Allies have earried the struggle into 
Germany itself, until that nation within her 
‘own borders experiences all the horrors of 
‘war, when perhaps. a hatred of it may be 

indticed into the hearts of a people which has 
i) 10 the present escaped such sufferings as 
ie mations they have overrun. ‘To do that 
wil take time, but it will be well worth 
the effort, and’ the exercise of restraint at 
such times 9s these, when half-baked schemes 
if put into operation may. in the long run 
he productive of harm rather than of good.

Coincident with Mr. Anthony Eden's! 

assurance to the House of Commons that the 
British Government would in no cir 
cumstances negotiate on any subject with’ 
Hiller and his associates, comes a report ‘in’ 
the usually well-informed USS. weekly review 
“Foreign Correspondence” to the effect that 
Hitler will encourage peace feelers when the 
[present drive in Russia altains its objectives 
for ex its force. The review alleges 
that the feclers will include the suggestion 
| that Hitler should vacate the chancellorship 
in favour of a military figure, while retaining. 
the Reich presidency. It is interesting that 
this tale appears only a few days after it 
was claimed. by the “Japan Times & 
Advertiser” that’ Japan, because of her. 
‘alliance with the Axis and her relations with 
|the other warring Powers, was in a good 
Position to mediate between them in an effort 
to establish peace. It is doubtful. whether 
Japan would be acceptable all round in the 
role which the newspaper says she is fitted 
for, and the possibilities are that when the 
time to talk peace does come round the inter 
mediary will be some entirely different 
‘Government. 

“Foreign Cc ico” quotes “reliable 
authority for its story, and there is no reason 
to doubt it. But with all the claims which 
have ‘een put forward regarding Hitler's 
ability to decide on psychological moments 
for his various moves, there is not the] 
slightest hope that, if he does put out peace- 
feelers, they will be any more successful than | 
thelr predecessors. In the first place noth- 
ing would be more ridiculous than for Great 
Britain and her Allies, the United States. 
‘and the other countries who have reason to. 
fear Hitler's ambitions, to accept a state of 
affairs in Germany which while removing 
Hitler from the chancellorship would leave 
him at the head of the country. In the 
second place it is clear from the history of 
the man that he would never consent to be- 
come a figurehead, and that his presence in 
office would lead’ to continual intrigue to 
regain that power, of which, after all, he 
would only be nominally deprived in’ the 
lrcumstances. 

It is the determination of the democractes 
that men such as Hitler shall never again 
be able to challenge their existence, That 
jcan only be assured by a continuance of this. 
‘war, no matter how long it may take, until 
|Germany is defeated, and the evil men, who. 
ave been leading her for years past down 
the road to unjustified aggression, deprived 
‘of power, ‘The Nazi system and all that it 
stands for must be destroyed, and a Govern- 
‘ment set up in Germany with whom it may 
be possible to negotiate, always having in 
view the traditional German outlook towards 
engagements solemnly entered into with 
other nations. The world will not breathe 
freely until Hitler follows his prototype into 
captivity similar to that of St. Helena, Tt 


which have been governing Germany have 
‘been thrust out of power and deprived of

the bitter lesson “of 1914 a second time; it 
{would deserve whatever happened to it, if it 
were so foolish as to lay itself open for a 
further instalment of this tragic tuition. 

Should the German offensive spond its 
force, is it to be believed that Great Britain 
and her Allies would consent to any peace 
which left Hitler in possession of his il- 
gotten spoils? Can it be believed for one 
moment that the democracies having taken 
up the sword in defence of their freedom 
will ever Iay it, down until the rights for 
which they stand have been vindicated, and 
liberty restored to millions in Europe’ who 
‘had no quarrel with the Reich but merely 
wished to live in peace? Tt would be th 
height of madness to negotiate a peace with 
‘man utterly devoid of the semblance of 
honour, and a system tased on nothing less 
than hideous criminality. ‘The safety of the 
future can only be assured by the complete 
downfall of Hitler and his associates. Tt can 
only be sccured by making sure that Ger- 
many shall never again be allowed to rearm 
‘a5 she has done during the past eight years, 
and by the readiness of the victorious Allies 
te insist that Germany shall fulfil the terms 
of a dictated peace, with a backing of strength 
to force her to do'so, should she ever prove 
recalcitrant. Tn that way and that way alone 
can. civilization continue to exist in the 
world.

"It has been said, though upon 
‘what authority itis not known, that the 
German reinforcements have since been with= 
drawn for service on the Russian front. It 
{s not unlikely, for Hitler might very well 
prefer to allow the Tiallan empire to stew 
In its own grease, and it is by no means im~ 
probable that ihe German’ reinforcements 
were sent to Libya on a temporary mission 
Yo hold British forces in northern Africa 
while he prosecuted his plans with regard 
to the Balkans and Greece. 

But whether the German stiffening has 
been withdrawn or not, it is clear that the 
Brllish and Allles in northern Africa are in 
a stronger position now than they have been 
‘at any time since the commencement of the 
War. "That has been due to a very large 
extent to the manner in which the British 
Navy has maintained command in the Medi 
ferranean, and the fact that, despite what 
efforts the Italians may have made, it has 
bbeen. possible to maintain. convoys through 
the Mediterranean for the supply of the 
troops in Egypt. It is true that some rein 
foreoments and. supplies have. reached the 
British army there vid the Red Sea, but 
for the main part they have come from indi 
‘Australia and New Zealand. The.seene is 
now set for further developments in northern 
‘Africa and when the whole of Libya has been 
‘brought under British control as it is con~ 
fidently expected it, will be this time, 
Britain’s position in the Mediterranean will 
be immeasurably stronger than itis now, 
providing a considerable offset to the gain 
Which resulted to the Axis in the capture of 
Greece’ and Crete.

Infringements of the many restrictions on 
prices and of rationing have been dealt with 
By courts in Britain with considerable sever- 
ity. And this in spite of the complaint of 
‘a solicitor at Southend recently that “It would 
Tequire the wisdom of all the Chief Justices 
for the past generation, plus the Brain ‘Trust, 
Solomon and Euclid to understand th 
mass of regulations relating to the sale of 
feug nowadays." Waste has become am 
ter for the magistrate, A widow in Cam- 
bridge who had ordered extra. bread, expect~ 
ing some people in to tea, was fined five 
pounds or approximately $365 Chinese na~ 
Yonal curreney for throwing it away when 
her, visitors did not arrive. Two bakers of 
Eastbourne were each fined forty shillings for 
abandoning twelve loaves and 247 small 
teakes in thelr bakery after it had been bom 
bbed and they had been forced to move else~ 
where. In. a prosecution at the Mansion 
House a man who had not disclosed his po: 
session of £22,344 in United States securi- 
ties was fined £10,000, inspite of the plea by 
his counsel that he genuinely suffered from 
a fear of destitution which amounted almost 
fo an obsession. At Croydon a stall-keeper 
and his assistant were fined £24 for selling 
ress cloth without requiring coupons, ‘The 
Variety of the prosecutions and the deterrent 
value of the penalties imposed make it clear 
_ that the British Government is resolved that 
‘the public shall not be exploited either direct~ 
ly'or indirectly. But the public is stil! com= 
plaining of exploitation, Control is said to 
rive goods out of the shops and into “black 
markets.” ‘To be caught operating in one of 
these markets may mean a prison term, but 
stil it if done—an ‘unhappy tribute to’ the 
power that gain can have over men’s better 
Instinets. é 
Of more immediate interest to Shanghai, 
however, Is the manner in which the direct 
exploltation of the public is being dealt with, 
In’ this city’there is naturally ‘considerable 
speculation over the way the Council will 
tackle profteers when its hands have been 
strengthened by the necessary authority from 
{the Consular Body. Here direct exploitation 
fof the public has been carried to extremes 
Which are probably without a parallel any 
Where else in the world. Chinese law pro- 
vides penalties for such exploitation which 
vary between death and small fines. There 
is one caso on record where the former 
mayor of a city was executed by order of 
Chungking for hoarding rice, but cases in 
Shanghat have been dealt with by means of 
small fines or short prison terms which have 
‘been commuted into fines which have 
proved no deterrent whatever to repetition| 
Of the offences. A recent case in the Dis 
{ict ‘Court ean be cited as an example. A 
confeetioner with a store on Avenue Edward 
Vit was fed $200 for defrauding the public 
with false weights. For a deliberate swindle 
buch as. this ho was flned what must have!

‘The Germans were then confident 
fof victory, but that was denied them, and the 
world was not to know what would have 
been the nature of the peace treaties which 
Germany would have insisted upon, had the 
war ended differently. Hitler has’ made it 
quite clear what he plans in the event of his 
emerging successfully from this present 
struggle. He designs nothing but the reduc- 
tion of the whole of Europe to a vast agricul- 
tural area, with the centralization of all in~ 
‘dustry in’ Germany, thus monopolizing all 
war potential and keeping neighbour states 
In a state of complete subjection. 

‘That is already what is happening in some 
lof the overrun countries. Hitler is putting 
into effect what he has been preaching, strip- 
ping the occupied territories, particularly 
France and Poland of their industrial eapac~ 
lity, machinery, metals, ete. When the de- 
Imoeraeies shall have won this war, it is im- 
perative, if the world is to be saved from’ 
fanother ‘gigantic struggle a generation or 20 
‘afterwards, that the sickly sentimentality 
which prevailed at the last peace conferences 
shall not be allowed to influence the counsels 
fof the victorious Allies.

la taste of the medicine Hitler has prepared 
for those countries he hopes to beat, and 
there should be no hesitation about adminis 
{tering it. ‘That should not be done for pur- 
poses of revenge, but slmply as an clementary 
precaution, rendering Germany completely. 

‘That and that alone 
will ensure peace in Europe. 

‘This war ‘has shown more impressive!

Shot in Nantao

‘Terrorists struck again yesterday 
‘morning when a Japanese ehnuffeur

named Yoshio Iwakura, way” shol

‘two gunmen. “The vietim, hit. twice 
in the abdomen, was reméved to the 
Foo Ming Hospital in North Szecbuen 
Road where his, condition was stated 
to, be eritiea 

‘The attack ‘occurred at about 7.55 
am. when Twakura Was taking’ @ car 
‘Sut of the company’s garage in Ming 
Hwa Road. It was believed that two 
men, both armed’ with’ pistols, ap= 
eared on the scene and ‘opened, fire 
‘at the “Japanese "chaulfeur. 
jrunmen ‘managed ‘to escape before 
the arrival of Japanese gendarmes 
at the scene, 

‘As soon as the shooting was re- 
ported to. the authorities, Japanese 
Bendarmes "started cartying out 
Searches of the distrlet, stopping all 
edestrions and ‘vehicles. in Nantao 
‘and closing the city’s gates. 

Twakura is the second man to fall 
victim to terrorists’ guns in Nantao 
within “the past three days. "On 
Sunday afternoon, a lone gunman 
shot and wounded Wang Tseng-ting, 
fan offlelal of the Nanking Bureau of 
Social Affairs on Tal Chi Road. The 
assailant was arrested. by Japanese 
gendarmes soon after the aitempt.

‘a Russian defendant despite the 
jobjections of Dr. Piero V. E, Torni, 
parristor-t-haw "(for the dofence). 
a previous hearing Dr, 
challenged the competency ‘of the 
court to try the case, declaring that 
it was a flagrant violation of several 
articles of the Code. of Civil Pro- 
cedure of the Republic of China, 
He asserted that his client was a 
Settlement resident, not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the French Con- 
weession tribunal. Counsel withdrew 
from the courtroom after failing to 
obtain a written ruling from the 
Bench as to whether the court would 
take jurisdiction and as to its re- 
Jasons, 

Dr. Terni was appearing for Mr, G. 
Kolberg defendant in an action 
brought by Tanimura & Co, a, Japa- 
nese firm, for U.S. $2,900.’ Counsel 
submitted ‘that his ‘client was residing 
at the Embankment Building and, as 
such, he was a Settlement resident 
subject only to the court of his place 
of residence, which decidedly was not 
in the French Concession, counsel 
declared, 

Prior to the hearing yesterday, Dr. 
‘Terni had fled a motion for a written 
ruling of the court on the question of 
Jurisdiction. He verbally renewed his 
Teauest when the session benun yes- 
terday morning. Counsel appeared 
surprised when ‘the judge asked him 
what his opinion was on the question 
‘of jurisdiction and he pointed out 
hat this was a matter, for the court's 
decision. Counsel for’ plaintiffs then 

‘bmitted that acceptance of payment 
for certain goods forming the subject 
matter of the action was made in the 
French Concession, which would be 
Lorne out by the’ evidence of wit- 
nesses. 

‘Dr, ‘Terni refused to discuss the 
merits of the case and declared that 
he was only present to be informed 
fon the question of whether or not the 
court would exercise jurisdiction in 
the ease. All he was concerned about 
was whether or not the curt would 
assume jurisdiction over a Settlement 
resident, he said, 

‘The judge replied that, in view of, 
the difiicult prevailing political situa-" 
tion, he thought he was entitled to as- 
sume jurisdiction in the case. Counsel 
forthwith intimated that he “would 
have no recourse other than to with- 
draw from, the court, citing as his 
authority Article 1 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 

Dr. ‘Terni, then, gave notice of ap- 
peal ‘against the judge's decision un- 
der Article 449 ‘of the samme code, 
which provided that where a flagrant 
violation of jurisdiction existed, an 
uppeal could be lodged.
